From the Imperial Camp near Gran. Auguſt 16. The EleRor of Bawariz 
and the Duke of Lorrain having pafſed the Daznbe, and advanced towards 
this place, with a reſolution to fight the Enemy, upon their approach to. 
| them, found they had quitted the Stepge of Gran, and were drawn upin Bat- _ 
* talia behind. a Moras,which could not be paſſed bur byDefiles; that rhey were 
poſleſied of two Hiils of difficult acceſs, commanding the Plain by which we 
| - could march towards them, that their Right reached very near to the Da- 
zube, and their Left to a great Wood which covered their Flank. We 
were likewiſe drawn up tn Battalia the 'moſt advantageouſly the Ground 
would permit; And in this: poſture both Armies continued three dayes in _— 
ſight ot each other. The 14th at night a Renegado Polander , who had 
deſerted the Turkiſh Army, came into our Camp, and Informed the Dube 
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of Lorrain, that the Seraſquier ®Baſſa having received an accourt , thax 
the Chriſtian Army was but 20000 ſtrong, had reſolved to attack them 
His Highneſs thereupon to confirmthe Enemy in their opinion ofthe weak- 
- neſsof the Chriſtians, and to engage them to fight upon more equzl Ground, 
retreated with. the whole Army about an hours march towards Comerra. 
The. Turks no ſooner perceived it the next morning, and thar' there was a 
ſufficient -interval between the Moras and the Rear of the Chriitians, to 
draw up in Battalia, but they paſſed the Defiles , and having again form- 
ed themſelves, advanced towards us, and with their uſual Shouts and Crys, 
charged our right Wing, Commanded . by the EleCtor of Bavaria, and 
Prince: Waldecke, who received them with that Courage and firmneſs, that 
they did not long Kkrep their Ground ; at the ſame time the Enemies right 
Wing attacked our Left where the Duke of Lorrein was, and endeavqur- 
ed to fall upon us in our Flagk, but were likewiſe beaten off with the 


greateſt Bravery imaginable, ”, The,,Enemy_being thus Repulſed, and 


finding they were deceived in the Account they had of our Strength, 


| began to fall into great diſorder, which was very . much encreaſed by the 


diſcharge of 3o Pieces of Cannon laden with ſmall Shot, which (our Troops 
opening) fired 'upon them, and made a great Slaughter ; and at theſecond 
diſcarge they fled, being purſued by our firſt Line, ang a great many 1llu- 
'trious Voluntiers, who gave in this occaſion great proofs of their Courage. 


They re-paſſed the Defiles on the fide of the Moras; but our Troops fol-- 


lowing them very cloſe, and cutting in pieces all that oppoſed them, enter«d 


their Camp and made themſelves Maſters of it, the Enemy flying towards - 


Buda: The Hungarians and Croats with a Detachement of Cuiraſſiers and 
Dragoons, eaAmmandeA by the Baron de Mer*:p, - the Connt de $ tirum, and 
Collonel Hexfier, were ſent in purſuit of them. We took all their Tents, 


Baggage, and Artillery 3 the latter conſiſting in 23 pieces of Cannon and 
four Mortars, Of the Enemy there were lain about 4000 Janizaries and
